Provides for Establishment 
Of Board Of Three 
Members 


Proclamation of the Male Mini- 
mum Wage Act, passed at the last 
winter session of the legislature 
and making minimum wages for 
men effective in this province for 


the first time, was announced on 
Wednesday by Hon. Ernest C., 
Manning, minister of trade and 


industry 

The act is now in force 
MINIMUM WAGE BOARD 

It provides for establishment of a 
minimum wage board of three 
members, 

The board is empowered to make 


all necessary inquiries and make 
orders fixing minimum wages at 
such rate as may be deemed ad- 


visable and any such order may be 
of general application or restricted 
to any group or class of employees 
in any industry and may 
tiate between the minimum 
payable in different parts of the 
province in respect of the same 
industry, or may fix a minimum 
wage applicable only in a desig 
nated part of the province and ma) 
fix minimum wages on an hourly, 
weekly or monthly bas's. 

SPECIAL PROVISION 

Special provision is made in the 
case of employees who are classi- 
fied by the board as handicapped 
or as part time employees or as ap- 
prentices. 

The board also is empowered to 
fix the maximum amount charge- 
for board in 
the case of board wages. 

Investigation also may be 
by the board with reference to 
partnerships and associations or- 
ganized for the purpose of evading 
provisions of the act as to mini- 
mum wages.
